OMAHA, November 1.—The interest of 


the United States government iu the 
Union Pacific railroad terminated at 
11,45 o'clock this morning, when, at the 
foreclosure aale of the mortgage held by 
the United States the road was pur- 
chased by the committee of eastern cap- 
italists formed for its organization. 


The full amount accruing to tbe 


United States from tbe sale cannot be 
given exactly, but estimated to be $58,- 
065,748.40. it was impossible to determ- 
ine tbo full amount at the time of sale 
for the reason that the monthly state- 
ment made by the secretary of the t 
ury to the management of the Union 
Pacific on tbo first ot every mouth was 
not available today and it wag found 
neceeaary to estimate some items, al- 
though it ia admitted by both sides that 
the estimates are approximately cor- 
rect. 


Tho amount duo the government is 


made up as follows: Principal of debt, 
$27,230,512; interest paid by the gov- 
ernment up to September SO, 18(J7, $30,- 
830,S8(i.37; interest accrued by Septem- 
ber 30th and still unpaid, $280,147.til); 
interest accrued in October, $95,382.60 ; 
total due tho Bovernmont, iF58,-M8,a2K.Cl.

year 1890, of $311,021. Tho important 
changes in consumption uro an increase 
of $1,338,472] iu the receipts from dis- 
tilled spirits as compared with 1890, and 
a decrease of practically tbe same 
amount ID the receipts from fermented 
liquors. Tho total COP! of collection for 
the fiscal year wan $3,818.1)68, a decrease 
over 18% of $237,822. 


The total production of distilled spir- 


ita, exclusive of fruit brandiea during 
tbe last fiscal year was 02,455,548 tax- 
able gallons, a decrease in production as 
compared with 189U of 24,1*23,055. There 
were also produced 20S,92lKallona of up- 
ple brandy; 17,251 of peach brrndy;

Death 
of a Baby 


Fowler. 


Near 


The Little Daughter of G. T. Long 


Eats a Preparation 


of Arseuic. 


Little Joanna Fern Long, tbe fourteen 


months old daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
George T. Long, living one mile n arth of 
Fowler, died yesterday morning from 
the effects of accidental poisoning. 


Last Thursday afternoon tbe littlo tot, 


while unobserved, ate tbe contents of a 
dish of home-made Ily poison. The 
poison was being prepared to place on 
paper and waa thoughtlessly left within 
reach of the child. Tho child consumed 
the greater part of the poison and was 
Dot'ced with sticky fingers and mouth 
but a few minutes after. 


An emetic was at once given the child, 


and for the first twenty-four houre after- 
ward it was thought that no serioua re- 
sults would ensue. 


The poison contained arjonic and tho 


child gradually grow worse after the 
second day. During the latter pan of 
her illness tbollttloone suffered severely 
and finally died early Monday morning. 


At the time of the accident Mr. Lone 


was away. The parents of the child are 
greatly grieved over the terrible occur- 
rence.
